Mexican M ilitary M an Says Wre D id— 
N ew spaper Com m ent. 


There w as a g u eral sentim ent of 
relief tha t the m atter w as in the hands 
of two friendly governm ents, and Am ­ 
bassador Thom pson’s pru dent and con­ 
ciliatory condu ct w as praised. A sta te ­ 
ment m ade by Lu is E. T orres, com­ 
m ander of the m ilitary zone In Sonora. 
Indicates tha t the foreigners opened 
fire on the strik ers in the lu m ber yard 
at the mines, w hich provok ed the ston­ 
ing that resu lted in the d eath of the 
brothers M etcalf. 
Then, as reported, 
U nited S tates citizens in au tom obiles 
and on horseback passed throu gh the 
streets of the tow n, shooting into pri­ 
vate residences and k illing fifteen Mex­ 
icans and w ou nding several people, in­ 
clu ding a child w ho w as leaving school. 
The M exicans Im m ediately got their 
pistols, to be In readiness for fu rther 
trou ble. 
The M exican H erald says: 
" I t Is 
m ost fortu nate tha t in su ch ju nctu res 
a s this strik e and riot at C ananea the 
governm ents at W ashington and 
this 
city are so sincerely anim ated 
by a de- 
sire to avoid m ak ing a bad m atter 
w orse by harsh langu age and m u tu al 
recrim inations. 
T he condu ct 
of 
the 
Mexican governm ent and the Roosevelt 
adm inistration has been characterized 
by adm irable se lf-restra int and by an 
evinced friendliness which is gratify­ 
ing to all seriou s and well-disposed 
people on bojtb sides of the •bou ndary 
line. 
" It is qu ite inevitable now tha t M ex­ 
ican and A m erican labor Is so often 
mingled in m any places, especially near 
the border, tha t trou bles su ch as that 
w hich has stirred the tw o cou ntries 
shou ld arise.

TO ROCHELLE 


BUSINESS MEN IN OGLE COUNTY 
CONSIDER BIG ELECTRI­ 
CAL PROJ ECT.

Transmission of electric 
power 
from Oregon to Rochelle for 
the 
purpose of providing electric lights 
and motive power for the inland city 
is a step contemplated by business 
men, manufacturers and officials of 
both cities and may be carried out in 
the near future. 
Talk of such an extension has re­ 
cently developed 
because 
of 
the 
breaking of the great dam at Oregon 
which furnished light and power at 
that place, and the steps being taken 
to repair the damage. Rochelle men 
have asked citizens of Oregon wheth­ 
er the dam could be raised, addition­ 
al power secured and the same sold 
to Rochelle. The distance of trans­ 
mission by pole line would be 15 or 
16 miles, and the construction would 
cost but little. 
At various times there has been 
talk about such a power line, con­ 
necting at Oregon, Chana, Rochelle 
and perhaps Ogle county towns, but 
this movement seems to have more 
backing than previous minor efforts. 
Mayor Stocking of Rochelle has said 
that he would favor the use of the 
Oregon power in Rochelle for light­ 
ing, operating of the pumping plant 
and other use by the municipality. 
The mayor also represents interests 
of various manufacturers and it is 
reported that these plants would de­ 
sert steam power for electricity if the 
line were constructed. 
• In Oregon last week, a business 
men’s association was formed and 
one of the steps contemplated by 
these business men, 
according 
to 
statements made, is the boosting of 
the water-electric power scheme, and 
co-operation with the Rochelle peo­ 
ple. 
Such a line would be of consider­ 
able benefit to both Ogle county cen­ 
ters, for while Rochelle could secure 
cheap power Oregon would benefit by 
its sale and the inducement of heav­ 
ier water power in Oregon would In 
all probability bring manufacturies 
there that have been kept away be­ 
cause of the lack of cheap operating 
facilities.

The 
Billmire Bridge company, being the 
lowest and best bidder, was awarded 
the contract, the structure 
to be 
completed by September 1st. 
As Welty creek is a natural water­ 
way, the county will pay one-half the 
cost of the bridge and the township 
the other half. 
Usually, in an emer­ 
gency, such as in this case, bridge 
contractors 
take 
advantage of the 
situation to raise prices. 
But noth­ 
ing of the kind took place in 
this 
instance as the contract price is very 
little higher than it would have been 
before the recent large advance in 
the cost of structural iron. 
It should have beet 
mentioned 
that the highway commissioners of 
Marion township, being responsible 
for half the cost of this bridge, were 
equal partners with the committee 
of the board of supervisors in letting 
the contract for this bridge.

The steel wo rk is o f 
ro lled steel weighing 490 po unds to the 
cubic fo o t. The end po sts o f the bridge 
are o ver 100 feet lo ng. The pull o u the 
ancho rage apparatus is abo ut 400 to ns. 
The co ntract fo r the co nstructio n was 
o btained by an English firm o f bridge 
builders—the co ntract time fifty -five 
weeks. 
The wo rk o f erectio n was car­ 
ried o n fro m bo th banks, the m aterial 
being taken acro ss the river by means 
o f an aerial electric railway . The elec­ 
trical co nvey o r o f this cable way was 
capable o f dealing with a ten to n lo ad 
at a lifting speed o f tw enty feet per 
m inute and a traversing speed o f 300 
feet a minute. 
An initial difficulty in the co nstruc­ 
tio n o f the bridge was the securing 
o f a firm fo undatio n, and o wing to the 
crumbling nature o f the bank a much 
greater quantity o f co ncrete was neces­ 
sary than estimated. 
The co nstructio n was happily unat­ 
tended by accidents o f a serio us nature, 
tho ugh a few slight accidents to bo dy .
